Russian officers told their 
Hungarian acquantsnces that they must now learn the Turkish language, and that 
for this purpose they have already received instruction pamphlets. 

The units returned to the US'"® are boing replaced by other "divisions" coming 
from Siberia and eastern Turkestan, but officered by Uhite Russians,
